The war measure giving the gov­ 
ernment authority to seize all freight 
cars in time of an 
emergency was 
approved today by the house.

Again there must be the 
closest scrutiny of any provision 
whether of state law or constitution 
to see that there is no interference 
with agreements entered into between 
parties. 
A contract Is considered a 
sacred thing so far as interference by 
government is concerned. When two 
men have entered into an agreement 
fairly, each is expected to fulfill his 
part and it is not considered right for 
any interference which will relieve 
one of his obligations or deprive an­ 
other of his rights. 
The provision creates many cases 
for adjustment and framers of laws 
and constitutions must weigh the el­ 
le cts of acts upon existing contracts. 
Men may be prevented from entering 
into certain contracts or special pro­ 
visions; may regulate contracts to be 
made in the future. But no regula­ 
tion may change existing contracts 
which are fair except with the ap­ 
proval of the parties to the contract. 
In the case of ex post facto laws 
there is also danger not only that laws 
will be passed punishing crimes com­ 
mitted before the act but also that 
provision will be made by which con­ 
victions may be easier. In either ease 
there is danger of arbitrary action due 
to special excitement. In the rage of 
the people at a vicious crime the legis­ 
lature might enact laws to punish that 
crime too severely or to Increase the 
punishment if the law could be made 
to affect the immédiate offender. Like 
wise the safeguards of the courts 
might be destroyed If to satisfy a mob 
frenzy a law should permit an easier 
method of conviction of a person for 
a crime already committed. 
A matter of considerable difficulty to 
keep from running afoul of the federal 
constitution is found in the provision 
prohibiting the states from levying a 
tax on interstate 
coxpmerce. 
The 
states may inspect goods coming into 
the state but cannot charge more than 
enough to pay the coat. 
A law of 
Maryland a few years ago placed a tax 
on oysters gathered for shipment. The 
tax was one cent a bushel which 
yielded a large revenue to the state. 
The law was declared void by the 
United States supreme court because 
the tax was more than the cost of in­ 
spection. 
The oil Inspection laws of 
several stateB including Indiana have 
been declared void for a similar rea­ 
son. The greatest care must be taken 
to see that provisions affecting inter­ 
state commerce do not put a tax great­ 
er thau the cost of inspection.

these provisions stand as safeguards 
of national credit and perpetuity. 
What has beeu said here illustrates 
rather than defines the scope of na­ 
tional limitations over state action. 
All powers not expressly given to the 
nation are reserved to states or to the 
people. These reserved powers of the 
states constitute the great body of 
law which governs us. 
The states 
have a wide scope of action unfettered 
by the national constitution or laws 
made under it. Indeed to the average 
citizen the state’s part In government 
means far more than that of the nnr 
tion.

It is with these matters that the 
state constitution and laws must deal 
but in the background always stands

Washington, May 24.—The 
war 
revesue bill, framed to bring into the 
treasury $1,800,000,000 thiough new 
taxation the coining year, passed the 
House by a vote by 320 
to 76 late 
yesterday, in almost the same form 
that it was presented 
by the ways 
and means committee 
two 
weeks 
ago. 
All the opposing votes were east 
by Republicans, although there are 
many members on 
the. Democratic 
side strongly opposed to certain sec­ 
tions of the measure. 
Virtual re­ 
drafting of the bill in the senate is 
regarded 
as 
certain. 
Material 
changes already 
are contemplated 
by the Senate finance committee as 
result 
of public 
hearings 
held 
during the long debate in the House. 
Final passage of the bill 
probably 
can not be accomplished is less than 
a month. 
On the final passage two Indiana 
members of the House, Vestal of the 
Eighth and 
Purnell 
of the 
Ninth 
district voted “No.” All of the oth­ 
er Indiana members voted “Aye” ex­ 
cept Wood, who is not here. On the 
first test, which was on the motion 
to recommit the bill, seven Indiana 
members voted for the motion 
to 
recommit. 
They, were 
Representa­ 
tives 
Kraus, 
Bland, 
Sanders, 
Moores, Vestal, Purnell 
and Fair­ 
field, all Republicans. 
Outstanding features 
of the bill 
are the greatly increased income, in­ 
heritance, excess profits, liquor and 
cigar and 
tobacco 
taxes, 
virtual 
abolition 
of the 
present 
customs 
free list and 10 per cent addition to 
existing tariffs, new taxes on manu­ 
factures, amusements, clubs, public 
utilities 
and 
insurance, 
a 
far- 
reaching stamp 
tax 
and a greatly 
increased second class matter 
rate 
based on the parcel post zone sys­ 
tem. 
In only four particulars does the 
measure 
now 
differ 
substantially 
from the original 
draft. 
Surtaxes 
on incomes above $40,000 have been 
increased about 
one-fourth 
above 
the 
committee 
schedule. 
Several 
articles, including print paper and 
pulp and gold and silver, slated for 
a 10 per cent duty, have been kept 
on the free list. 
Slight reduction in 
the second class mail matter rate 
have been made. 
A proposed 5 per 
cent tax on all advertising except 
newspaper and periodical is elimin­ 
ated. 
Attacks on the bill in the Senate 
will center around the excess income 
and manufacturers’ taxes and ' the 
second class mail rate increase sec­ 
tions. 
Business men generally are 
protesting vigorously against 
the 
taxes and virtually every publisher 
in the country is opposing the dras- 
tiely increased mail rate. 
In a final effort to summon all of 
his party votes 
to support of 
the 
measure. Democratic Leader Kitchin 
declared that he had been informed 
personally hv President Wilson that 
he did not desire changes in the bill 
in the Senate as had been currently 
reported. 
Mr. Kitchin also appeal­ 
ed earnestly to all members to sup­ 
ply the President 
with 
money 
to 
carry on the war now that the coun 
try is in it. 
“I would feel 
like 
a miserable 
coward,” he said, “to impose a bur­ 
den on my children 
and my child­ 
ren’s children to pay for something 
for which they were not responsible, 
and yet refuse .to take out of my 


p o c k e ts money for my share of the 
burden.” 
Republican Leader Mann 
insisted 
that the hill would raise too large an 
amount of money by direct and im­ 
mediate taxes.

pistol, are getting 
cured 
of “gun 
shyness,” 
are learning 
to 
point, 
sight and fire big guns, upon which 
merchant craft 
rely 
for 
defense 
against Germany’s submarines*. 
Boys by the thousand are learn­ 
ing these 
and 
many other lessons 
which shall make them better men, 
men with the stuff that enters into 
heroism and 
national 
vigor. 
For 
three days I have seen Uncle Sam s 
jgrira dreadnaughts with their men at 
work and at play. It is hard work 
and good diseiplne. 
It is a*lso good 
wholesome play—a

Certain powers which were granted 


to the' nation may not be exercised by 
the states after congress acts. The 
principal powers thus given to the na 
tion and now beyond the power of the 
states are: 
1. Regulating interstate commerce 
2. Naturalizing foreigners, Jj 
;; 


3. Regulating bankruptcies. 
4. Granting copyrights, patents and 


trade marks. 


5. Establishing post offices and post 


roads. 


Of course no state may interfere in 


any way with the federal authorities 
in the lawful execution of the powers 
of the nation. 


Many of these limitations upon" 'the 


states are unimportant but so 
far reaching in their control ov 


are 
'state 


action. The extent to which the pro 
vision that no state may deprive any 
citizen of the TJnitsd States of life, 
liberty.or property without due pro- 
cess of law or! abridge their privileges 
or immunities may interfere with state 
action may be seen from the fact thai 
thousands of cases have been, decided 
in the United States supreme courl 
caused by conflict of state laws and 
constitutions with this provision. Wha't 
constitutes taking life, liberty or prop- 
erty without due process of law? 
Every man has the right to have his 
day in court and if any arbitrary pro- 
vision is made wbjch interferes with 
a man's rights and his property, life 
.or liberty are taken without a fair 
trial, he may appeal to the United 
States courts for protection under this 
provision. So many provisions of law 
or acts of government interfere in 
more or less degree with^ people's 
property and liberty that innumerable 
cases arise. The strictest care needs 
to he taken in framing state constitu- 
tions and laws to insure .a fair and im- 
partial treatment 
of every 'man's 


rights. 


A second important limitation .is 


that declaring that no law shall be 


passed impairing the obligation of any 
contract Again there .'must be the 
closest scrutiny of any provision 
whether- of 'state law or constitution 
to. see. that there is no interference 
with agreements entered into between 
parties. A contract is considered a 
sacred thing so far as interference by 
government is concerned. When two 
men have entered1 into' an agreement 
fairly, each is expected to fulfill iis 
part and it is not considered right for 
any interference which will, relleva 
one of his obligations or deprive an- 
other of his rights. 


The provision creates many cases 


for adjustment and framers of law» 
and constitutions must weigh the ef- 
lects of acts upon existing contracts. 
Men may be prevented from entering 
into certain contracts or special pro- 
visions; may regulate contracts to be 
made in the future. But no regula- 
tion may change existing contracts 
which are fair except with the ap- 
proval of the parties to the contract; 


In the case of ex post facto laws 


there is also danger not only that laws 
will be passed punishing crimes com- 
mitted before the act but also that 
provision will be made by which con- 
victions may be easier. In either ease 
there is danger of arbitrary action due 
to special excitement. In the rage of 
the people at a vicious criine the legis- 
lature might enact laws to punish that 
crime too severely or to 'increase the 
punishxaent if the law could be made 
to affect the immediate offender. Like 
wise the safeguards of the courts 
might be destroyed if to satisfy a mob 
frenzy a law should permit an easier 
method of conviction of a person for 
a crime alreafly committed. 


A matter of considerable difficulty to 


keep from running afoul of the federal 
constitution is found in the provision 
prohibiting the states from levying 'a 
tax on interstate 
coipmerce. 
The 


states may inspect goods coming into 
the state but cannot charge more than 
enough to pay. the- cost. A law of 
Maryland a few years ago placed a tax 
on oysters gathered for shipment. The 
tax was one cent a bushel which 
yielded a large revenue to the state. 
The law was declared void by Ihe 
united States supreme court because 
the tar was more than the cost of in- 
spection. The oil inspection laws of 
several states Including Indiana have 
been declared void for a similar rea- 
son. The greatest care must be taken 
to see that provisions affecting -inter- 
state. commerce do not put-a-tax..grieat- 
er than the cost of inspection.' Just 
where goods become a part of inter- 
state commerce is a difficult question 
and one which must be considered 
with close discrimination in .every 


ise. 
No" attempts are now made by the 


states to coin money, or emit bills of 
credit, and little liklihood exists that 
any- attempt will be made by any. state 
to enter into confederations or treaties 
with other states or countries, but 
these provisions stand as safeguards 
of national credit and perpetuity. 
What has beea said here .illustrates 
rather than defines the scope of na- 
tional limitations over state action. 
All powers not expressly given to tha 
nation are reserved to states or to the 
people. These reserved powers' of the 
states constitute the great body of 
law which governs us. 
The _state» 


have a wide scope of action- unfettered 
by the national constitution or laws 
made under it. Indeed to the average 
citizen the state's part In government 
means far more than that of the na- 
tion. 
It is with these matters that the 


state constitution and laws must deal 
but in the background always .stands 
the federal power as a safeguard to 
life, liberty and property against arbi- 
trary action by the states.

May 24.—America's great fleet for 
the moment is a human 
factory- 


grinding 
out gun 
crews by 
the 


score. 


Boys from every corner of 


landj many of whom never saw 
gun bigger than a Fourth o£ July 
pistol, are getting cured of "gun 
shyness," 
are learning 
to point, 


sight and fire big guns, upon which 
merchant craft 
rely for 
defense 


against Germany's submarines'. 


Boys by the thousand are learn- 


ing these and many other lesson; 
which shall make them better men 
men with, the shift that enters into 
heroism and 
national vigor. 
For 


three days I have seen Uncle Sam' 
grim dreadnaughts with their men at 
work and at play. It is hard work 
and good disciplne. It is also gooc 
wholesome play—a 
well balanced 


program that turns striplings 
intci 


men, and men into giants. 


Most of those aboard 
are boys 


but not all. There's a grandfather 
ensign. There's a Wall Street bro- 
ker, scrubbing decks and polishing 
brass. There's a Buffalo 
business 


man. 
There are. college boys, boy; 


out of grammar school—folks vout 
of every walk of life, to whom the 
llnre of the sea and the call of pa 
triotism sound 
louder than aught 


else. 


This is the story of three days 


with the fleet. 


Later we shall see those great 


hulks by day and by night; a sight

work and play, their waking 
and 


their sleeping, but today we 
are 


gunning with the lads, shooting up 
imaginary German U-boats with a 
gusto and an accuracy that augurs 
ill for any they may run across in 
later days. 


We start at 5 a. m. The grey 


dreadnaughts roll a- bit, with their 
yawning gun turrets sharp against 
the brightening sky. The ships seem 
straining to be "up and at 'em." 


Hundreds —yes, 
thousands—of 


men are. astir at the call of 
re- 


veille. They pile out 
of hammocks 


from every nook and corner of 
the 


great.crafts. They must attend to 
their usual early morning labors, 
scrubbing 
down 
decks, 
shining 


brass, peeling potatoes, getting ev- 
erything ready for an establishment 
which is a floating town in itself. 


The great anchor chains rattle 


and smash, as they heave, the 
an- 


chor out of the deep. The engines 
puff, as men below ships "down in 
the siibeeHar 
five 
floors below," 


shoot in great chunks 
of coal 
or 


turn on gallons of oil. Bells 
and 


buzzers sound. The navigator gives 
his orders and the ships are off, a 
line of ugly warriors, streaking the 
sky with blac'k smoke clouds. 


Flags 
bearing 
strange 
devices 


signal out to the patrol ships, which 
scurry forth to open the way for the 
dreadnoughts. 


The ships plough into the rolling 


waters, while the task of cleaning 
ship proceeds, and other drills in- 
cluding a snappy setting up physical 
exercise are under way. 


Once as fay as the secret orders 


call for, the war vessel spread out 
in a giant circle, targets are 
put 


overboard and 
the gunnery pro- 


ceeds. 


In squads, the lads take their 


place beside the guns, practice at 
fining, sighting, and firing the big- 
ger cannon, while the pop, pop of 
one-pounders at the distant target 
gives a toue/h of realism to it all." 


'Aft, on all the ships, other crews 


are training with dummy guns—one 
pounders and five pounders. The 
shell and the powder bag go in like 
•clockwork, and with a smash 
that 


makes it seem as though these lads 
were in deadly combat with a real 
enemy. 


Up in the turrets with the tremen- 


dous 14-inoh gnns, other drills pro- 
ceed. 


Ensigns, fine clean 
cut 
chaps, 


direct these tasks. 


Their gun crews from magazines 


to turret run up dose to 100 men. 
The crews,/ work like the 
great 


machines they man. The shell, the 
powder, the ramming, all go ahead 
like magic. 


Elsewhere, men are working out 


on charts just the range, elevation 
and so on of the target. The ensign 
yells his directions down a multitude 
of tubes, pushes buttons, flashes 
lights, and then up in the 
secret 


"fire control" tower, a man pushes 
some more buttons and the whole 
thing, shoots—all the big guns 
at 


once. 


I sat up in a 14 inch double tur- 


ret with a chap named Eriekson, 
fresh from Annapolis only a short 
time ago. Clean cut and command- 
ing of appearance, he had that gun 
crew working like the captain of a 
football or a baseball 
nine would 


have his men. 


"Load," he'd shout, and the crew 


from the below 
ships men to the 


loaders and rammers in his turret 
would be off life 
fiends.
